The disastrous forest fire which 


swept 
over 
the 
Shawangunk 


mountain range this past season, 
principally in the town of Wawar- 
smg, will cost the taxpayers of 
the town tho sum of 54,057.13 
which must be levied against the 
property of the town to pay the 
town's share of the cost of fight- 
ing the fire. This is one of the 
largest sums to be levied in any 
single town in some time. 


At the time the lire raged on 


the mountain it was stated that 
it had been set for the purpose of 
renewing the crop of huckleber- 
ries which is annually harvested 
on the mountains back of Ellen- 
Mile and Napanoch. 


The large amount to be raised 


on the town to defray the town's 
bhare of paying the cost of fight- 
ing the fire is many times the en- 
tire cost of fighting forest fires in 
the county last year when the 
cost was approximately $500 for 
the entire county. The total cost 
of fighting forest fires in Ulster 
county during the past year is 
55,223.24. Eacli town must pay a 
proportionate share of 
fighting 


forest fires within the town. Next 
to Wawarsing comes Olive with a 
bill of $399.77.

Ships Are Being Halted 
for Long Periods 


Washington, Nov. 18 (#)—Tha 


state department today reported 
48 cases in which belligerents had 
detained American ships for exam- 
ination of papers or cargo. 


Of the total detentions, Great 


Britain was responsible for 33, 
France for 10, Germany for 4 and 
an unidentified vessel for one 


The report included information 


received by the state department 
setween September 1 and Novem- 
ber 17. Forty-four ships were de- 
tained, but four of these were 
stopped twice. 


In most cases, the department 


reported, American ships were not 
stopped by warships on the high 
seas but were detained when they 
docked at belligerent ports. A 
departmental statement said- 


"As a general practice, for rea- 


sons of their own, the vessels 
which cleared from ports of the 
United States on or before No- 
vember 4, the effective date of 
the neutrality act of 1939, ordin- 
arily put into belligerent 
ports 


en route to their destinations, and 
the principal difficulty thus far 
has arisen in connection with 
delay in the examination of the 
vessels and their cargoes before 
being permitted to proceed on 
their voyages." 


Complaints Made 


Time is money in the operation 


of an ocean-going ship, and Amer- 
ican operators are contending that 
ships have been held for un- 
reasonably long periods. The state 
department report showed that 
the average period of detention 
was eight days. 


The longest detention was that 


of the City of Flint, held for 27 
days by a German prize crew until 
it was released November 4 by 
Norwegian authorities. The second 
longest was that of the City of 
Joliet, a Lykes brothers steamer 
carrying cotton, lead and copper.

ness." 


This new element which began 


within the year taking refuge in 
this land of the free will have the 
fullest possible understanding, of 
democracy and from their ranks 
should grow a better citizenship. 


Ulster county which is unsur- 


passed in the nation for its home- 
like atmosphere already has. at- 
tracted many young people from 
the hopeless chaos abroad and 
several of these are now attend- 
ing local public schools where, 
they have started learning tho 
ABC's of democracy. 


Only a few brief months ago 


the horrible reality of war cast 
its shadow over the home life of 
their native lands and many of 
them knew the hardships, which 
came as a prelude to the current 
conflict. Now they have a chance 
to live as all Americans live and 
it is that privilege which should 
later pay dividends for the cause 
and purpose of this nation. 


These children generally radi- 


ate the joys prompted by a life 
of peace and contentment and 
they help stress ,the value of a po- 
litical philosophy in these United 
States which has been a shining 
example to the rest of the world. 


Attending Schools 


Most of the children who have 
! 


come as refugees from Europe are 
of grade school age and a number 
of them are now attending the 
public schools of Kingston. 


At School No. 7 is Mona Maer, 


8, a pupil of grade 4B, and her 
brother, Stephen Maer, 6, who is 
in grade 1A. These children were 
born in London, England, of 
American parents and their moth- 
er is a sister of Dr. Nettie Wein- 
traub of Clinton avenue, with 
whom the 
children will stay 


throughout the duration of the | 
war. 


The father 
of these refugees 


from England is the owner of a 
large jewelry factory in London 
and he hopes with Mrs. Maer to 
make a trip to this country for the 
Christmas holidays. 


Mona and Stephen crossed the 


Atlantic on the steamer "Manhat- 
tan" 
with 
their 
nursemaid 


"Nana," arriving here September 
30. They did not evacute London 
with the general exodus from that 
metropolis at the first definite 
signs of war because they were in 
Wales for their summer vacation. 
They experiencd a blackout in 
London, however, before their de- 
parture. 


Mrs. Maer had charge of 30'ref- 


ugee children from Germany in 
London and rented a large house 
for their quarters. Her work with 
the refugees had been in progress 
only a short time when came the 
order which sent all children to 
the rural areas of England. 


The Maer 
children had not 


heard of the Halloween custom 
in this country before their arrival 
here and they showed enthusiasm 
at its approach. They also were 
not familiar with the holiday of 
Thanksgiving, since the only thing 
similar to it in England are the 
annual harvest festivals there. 


As School No. 7 


Both the Maer children like at- 


tending School No. 7, but since 
they are not accustomed to having 
children in authority in their 
schools, they think the monitors 
are "too bossy." They also find 
the report card system here dif- 
ferent from the grading of pupils 
abroad. In England the teachers 
give concrete remarks and sug- 
gestions. 


Mona is a girl scout Brownie 


and recently received a letter 
from her Brownie scoutmaster. 
Both children have made many 
friends at the school. They-speak 
with a marked English accent and 
nave other slight mannerisms 
which differ from the native chil- 
dren, but they are quick to catch 
the meaning of many American 
habits and customs. 
_ Another student of School No. 
' is John Robinson, 11, who has 
two sisters. Charlotte Robinson. 
16, and Ruth Robinson, 13, both of 
whom attend high school. 


All three of these children were 


born in Vienna, Austria.

came here in April a few months 
before the war with their mother.

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RAW OR PASTEURIZED 


Only pasteurized milk will be sold in this 


city after December 15 under provisions of 
a regulation banning the sale of certified raw 
milk, which was unanimously adopted by the 


y* 
local Board of Health at its meeting last 
July. The ban was set for October 15 but 
at the October Health Board meeting the 
deadline was extended to December 15 to 
permit the Saugerties Dairy Farms to make 
the necessary changes for the pasteurization 
of milk. 


When the ban on the sale of raw milk was 


decreed, Dr. L. E. Sanford, health officer, 
issued the following statement explaining the 
action the board: 


"Under the provisions of the regulation 


adopted, only certified pasteurized, pas- 
teurized Grade A and pasteurized Grade B 
milk will be sold in Kingston after October 
15, 1939. 


"This changes the present City Milk Code 


in respect to certified milk. Certified milk is 
produced under the Certification of the Med- 
ical Milk Commission of the County of Ulster 
and is the best grade of raw milk produced. 
However, as the permit to sell milk is issued 
by the health officer of the City of Kingston, 
the responsibility of the safety of the milk 
rests with him and it is his belief that this 
safety can be further increased by requiring 
pasteurization." 


"Pasteurization of ceiled milk does not 


allow any let down in the standard of the 
raw product. It still must have a bacterial 
count of not more than 10,000 per cc before 
pasteurization and the same rigid inspections 
must be made. There is no question but that 
certified milk when pasteurized will be the 
best in quality and the safest milk which can 
be produced, and in requiring this, I believe 
that the board is taking an additional step 
in the right direction in giving the people of 
Kingston a safe and pure milk supply." 


In view of this statement by the health 


officer of the City of Kingston and the unani- 
mous adoption of the ban by the members 
of the Board of Health, it is not expected that 
the Health Board will rescind its action and 
the ban on raw milk will become effective on 
December 15. 


About one hundred sixty residents of the 


city will be affected by the ban. Eighty per 
cent of this number arc said to be opposed 
to the pasteurization. Mayor Heiselman be- 
lieves the people who want raw milk should 
have it. 


HORSES IN THE WAR 


It isn't really a horseless war, after all. 


French buyers have come to Chicago recent- 
ly seeking horses to pull chuck wagons and 
guns through mire that still makes trouble 
for the powerful tractor. The horse popula- 
tion of this country isn't what it was in the 
years 1914-18. There were more than 21,- 
000.000 horses then and more than 4,800,000 
mules. 
Today there are only 10,800,000 


horses and 4,382,000 mules. 


It doesn't seem quite fair to the horse to 


drag him into modern mechanized warfare. 
Dobbin doesn't start any of the wars or 
indulge in aggression against peace-loving 
humans. He'd rather serve in the quieter 
agricultural sectors than in any war zone. 


Horses may enjoy this slight consolation. 


Their friends and masters do not send them 
to destruction alone. Mechanized warfare 
still demands human sacrifice, too.

Xcw York city, says an engineer, would 


be one of the easiest cities in the world to 
tie up by sabotage. Four major generators 
serve most of the metropolis, and the mech- 
rnirm is so complex that one man could put 
one or more of them out of commission with 
little effort but a great deal of effect. 


Such an interruption of power would affect 


street lighting, homes, refrigeration, oil 
burners, radio and newspaper presses. Any 
large area with concentrated power would 
be in the same danger. 


The remedy, this engineer suggests, is to 


have more but smaller generators, with sepa- 
rate facilities for crowded blocks and more 
private installations. He considers the war

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THE INDUSTRIAL UPTURN 


Thus far there is no clear sign of a setback 


in the current business revival. Industrial 
ictivlty steadily advanced during 16 of the 
last 17 weeks, according to the Associated 
Press index. The peak this season is the 
highest since 1929. 


The best progress has been made in the 


production of "durable goods", tools and 
machinery of various kinds and rail and 
utility equipment. But the spread of pro- 
duction is very broad, and there seems to be 
,a real boom in the manufacture of airplanes 
and ships. 


Foreign orders are now an important part 


of this progress, but the improvement was 
well advanced before the embargo repeal. 
The basic gain seems to have been a natural 
revival of our domestic industry. 


Level-headed Americans, including manu- 


facturers and exporters, are hoping that the 
revival will continue to be of this essentially 
domestic character. There seems to be no 
logical reason why, with level-headed man- 
agement and avoidance of price-raising, we 
should not go ahead profitably for many 
months, or even years, with a strong produc- 
tion program. Nearly all of us need plenty 
of things, and there are plenty of new prod- 
ucts in the market, or in sight, to create new 
demands and new business.

DYSPEPTICS ABE SENSITIVE 


"The subject of food sensitiveness must be of in- 


terest to everyone in medicine because one in every 
four dyspeptics is sensitive to at least one food, bo- 
cause being sensitive to a certain food or foods can 
upset the workings of the body, and because every 
so often the physician can work a miracle by remov- 
ing one or more articles from a patient's diet." 


I am quoting Dr. Walter Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, in 


Minnesota Medicine. 


It is unfortunate that so many physicians have 


not given this allergy or sensitiveness to foods more 
attention because the fact that certain foods cause 
hives, stomach upsets, and a running nose has been 
known for many years. As a youngster I can re- 
member an aunt with beautiful skin breaking out 
with hives after eating a small piece of butter. An- 
other relative always had a head cold when she ate 
eggs. 


Dr. Alvarez says that there are t\vo big problems 


today in the field of food sensitiveness; one is to get 
more physicians to wake up to the importance of 
food sensitiveness and to keep on the watch for pat- 
ients whose indigestion, headache, or mental slug- 
gishness is due to the eating of some food, and the 
other is to keep a few physicians from becoming so 
enthusiastic over the miracles that they have per- 
formed that they will starve their patients unneces- 
sarily and for too long a time. "Every so often I see 
persons who have lost 20 to 60 pounds from having 
been left too long on a 'test' diet or a diet lacking a 
score of important foods." 


I have spoken before of the five basic foods which 


Dr. Alvarez allows his patients to eat because they 
seldom if ever cause symptoms. 
These foods are 


lamb, rice, sugar, butter, and canned pears, which 
are the only foods eaten for two days. Then foods 
are added one at a time — gelatin, carrots, aspara- 
gus, rye krisp, arrowroot cookies, turnips, potatoes, 
beef, apple-sauce with tapioca or sago, and thin dry 
toast. Later he can begin to use the foods that most 
frequently cause symptoms — milk, chocolate, egg, 
and coffee. 


It will be noted that such nourishing foods as 


milk, egg. and chocolate cause symptoms. 
This 


doesn't mean that they should not be used, but that 
they should be used in small quantities at any one 
time.

Shock of 2,300 Volti 
"' 


Fails to Kill Workman 


Speechless and unable to mov« 


was the way C. M. Lane, 43-year- 
old lineman of Stillwater, Okla., de- 
scribed his experience of receiving 
a 2,300-volt shock. 


Lane accidentally came into con- 


tact with a live wire while atop a 
30-Ioot pole. Quick thinking by fel- 
low workers was credited with sav- 
ing Lane's life. 


The men are employees of a local 


power company. Lane, recovering 
from body burns, told this story of 
the incident: 


"I knew what I was into immedi- 


ately, but I couldn't call out and I 
couldn't turn loose. I felt as if I 
were swelling and choking. I could 
think ol vhat I wanted to do, but I 
couldn't do it. 


"I wanted to buckle my legs and 


get away from that wire, but I 
couldn't move It's a pretty bad 
feeling to be able to think, but not 
act. 


"Then I heard my helper who 


was on the ground, yell: 'Hey, your 
breeches are on fire.' 


"I tried to answer him and tell 


him to get help, but I couldn't get 
any word out. Soon, however, I saw 
another worker coming on the run. 


"By that time I must have become 


a little groggy. I do remember hear- 
ing the helper on the ground yell, 
'His safety belt is broken.' When 
I heard that I knew very well that it 
wasn't my safety belt that had bro- 
ken, but that someone had cut it to 
lot me down. About the time they 
started letting me down, I passed 
out." 


His fellow-workers filled in the 


rest of the story. 


One of them unhooked his own 


safety belt, climbed down from his 
pole and ran to the pole on which 
Lane was perched. At the top of 
the pole he threw a rope around 
Lane, lassoed the cross-beam on the 
pole, then cut Lane's safety belt. 
With the aid of the rope be let the 
then unconscious Lane safely to the 
ground where he was given first 
aid, then taken to a hospital.

Tub Replaces Bass Viol 


In Texas Hillbilly Band 


Homer Wilson, El Paso, Texas, 


better known as "Smokcy," couldn't 
buy a bass viol for his three-man 
hillbilly bane", so he made one out 
of a tin washtub. Now he and his 
"Pecos Cowboys" fill engagements 
wherever a string band is in de- 
mand, and where they go "Smok- 
ey's" "tub-zula" goes along. 


The contraption i» made from 


household hardware and musical 
items—a square washtub, a broom 
handle, two bolts, a hinge, a hook 
and a standard bass viol string. 
"Smokcy" invented the tub-zula in 
Phoenix, Ariz., two years ago, and 
since then has worn out three wash- 
tubs. It costs $1.75 to buy another, 
and it's got to be square—"has * 
better tone than a round one," he 
explains. 


The Pecos Cowboys turn out mu- 


sic from range ballads to the late 
popular sngs, with "Smokey" beat- 
ing out the bass on his stringed 
laundry-aid. 


To get music from the contrap- 


tion, Wilson turns the tub bottom- 
side up, uses the hinge and bolts to 
fasten the broomstick In an upright 
position at one edge, and stretches 
the viol string from the top of the 
handle to a hook fastened in the 
center of the tub bottom. By mov- 
ing the broomstick back and forth, 
"Smokey" changes the curvature of 
the tin and the tcnsion'J(f the string 
and gets any note in the'scale. Then 
he slaps the bass and.|the tub-zula 
docs the rest.
